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Doctor  reopens  claim 
to  rural  dispensing 


A  full  page  article  in  last  week's  Pulse 
tells  doctors  that  they  should  be  allowed 
to  dispense  for  their  patients  'in  rural  areas. 

The  article,  written  by  Dr  Ivor  Jones,  a 
general  practitioner  and  a  former  chair- 
man of  the  BMA's  Private  Practice  Com- 
mittee, is  illustrated  by  a  picture  of  a 
pharmacist  handing  over  what  is  presum- 
ably dispensed  medicines  to  a  patient  whilst 
four  other  customers  look  on.  Below  this 
is  the  caption  "Queues  at  the  chemist  could 
be  avoided  if  doctors  were  allowed  to  dis- 
pense drugs." 

Dr  Jones  feels  that  every  patient  on 
every  occasion  should  be  able  to  have  a 
prescription  dispensed  by  the  doctor  or  the 
pharmacist.  "But  the  pharmacists  would 
never  agree  to  this.  They  fear  the  result 
and  are  not  primarily  concerned  with  the 
quality  of  service." 

Outlining  the  background  to  the  contro- 
versy, Dr  Jones  mentions  "angry  repre- 
sentations from  the  pharmacists  who  con- 
sidered they  had  been  robbed  of  just 
desserts  yet  proffered  no  significant  im- 
provements in  the  service  they  offer  to  rural 
communities." 

Dr  Jones'  arguments  against  reducing 
the  number  of  rural  doctors  able  to  dis- 
pense are  that  many  patients  would  be  in- 
convenienced by  two  journeys  for  con- 
sultation and  treatment;  that  supply  of 
drugs  at  night  and  at  weekends  would  be- 
come more  difficult  and  that  chemists'  rota 
arrangements  would  be  a  "poor  substitute 
for  a  doctor  equipped  with  a  well-stocked 
dispensary." 

According  to  Dr  Jones,  if  fewer  doctors 
were  permitted  to  dispense,  those  remain- 
ing would  do  so  for  a  smaller  number  of 
people  and  find  it  uneconomic  to  main- 
tain adequate  drug  stocks.  There  would 
also  be  "the  anomalous  position  of  a  dis- 
pensing doctor,  with  medicine  in  his  dis- 
pensary, having  to  issue  a  prescription  to 
a  sick  patient  and  asking  the  patient  to 
undertake  a  journey  ...  in  circumstances 
in  which  other  patients  attending  the  same 
surgery  session  could  walk  out  with  the 
necessary  drugs  in  their  hands." 

Clarify  drug  coding 
says  Judge 

The  Government  should  take  action  to 
regulate  the  present  "haphazard"  colour 
markeiting  of  drugs  by  different  manufac- 
turers, a  High  Court  judge  suggested  last 
week. 

Dealing  with  a  trade  mark  dispute  over 
coloured  drug  capsules,  Mr  Justice 
Graham,  the  senior  patent  judge,  said: 
"Though  no  doubt  political  and  other 
policy  decisions  are  involved,  it  seems  as 
if  the  present  confused  position  might  well 
be  clarified  if  the  whole  question  of  colour 
codes  in  relation  to  drugs  and  their  market- 
ing was  further  considered  and  a  more 


orderly  arrangement  than  at  present  used 
by  the  various  drug  companies  evolved." 

He  added  (that  ministers  might  like  to 
ensure  that  dangerous  drugs  are  marked  in 
some  particular  way  so  as  to  distinguish 
them  clearly.  In  the  case  in  question,  the 
judge  decided  that  colours  applied  to  cap- 
sules and  pellets  of  drugs  can  be  registered 
as  trade  marks. 

Smith  Kline  &  French  Laboratories  Ltd, 
applied  to  register  a  range  of  capsules,  with 
a  colour  at  one  end  and  filled  with  multi- 
coloured drug  pellets.  Mr  Justice  Graham 
said  the  colour  arrangements  "give  an 
overall  striking  and  distinctive  effect."  He 
added  that  doctors  and  chemists  bad  no 
difficulty  in  recognising  the  capsules  as 
made  by  Smith,  Kline  &  French.  But  the 
method  of  colour  coding,  as  between  differ- 
ent makers,  was  haphazard. 

Opponents  to  the  registration,  the  Sterl- 
ing-Winthrop  Group,  were  ordered  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  hearing. 

Act  may  cover  accepted 
trade  practices 

Some  practices  generally  accepted  by  trade 
and  industry,  may  be  considered  to  come 
within  the  definition  of  consumer  trade 
practices  adversely  affecting  the  economic 
interest  of  consumers.  That  warning  is 
given  in  the  latest  bulletin  of  the  Retail 
Trading-Standards  Association,  which  adds 
that  consumers'  interests  are  very  broadly 
defined  in  the  Fair  Trading  Bill. 

"Our  advice  is  that  members  should  flex 
their  mental  muscles  and  accept  the  possi- 
bility of  investigation,  as  part  of  the 
duties  of  the  Directors  (of  Fair  Trading), 
of  such  practices  as  retail  prices  recom- 
mended or  suggested  by  manufaoturens  or 
suppliers,  suppliers'  list  prices  (so  often 
unduly  elevated),  'flash'  offers  unaccom- 
panied by  information  as  to  (the  actual 
recommended  price,  trading  stamps  and 
certain  unsavoury  aspects  of  direct  mail 
selling." 

Among  the  areas  of  possible  trouble 
mentioned  in  the  bulletin  are  claims  about 
the  properties  of  proprietary  medicines 
and  packaging  techniques. 

"The  time  has  come  for  a  reappraisal  of 
attitudes  towards  the  consumer.  The  run- 
of-the-mill  manufacturer  or  distributor  of 
consumer  products  has  nothing  to  fear 
from  the  forthcoming  Fair  Trading  Act 
except  the  fear  that  he  may  have  to  adopt 
some  new  concepts  of  his  customers' 
economic  interests ! " 

New  antioxidant  rules 

Proposals  have  been  issued  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture  for  changes  in  regula- 
tions controlling  the  use  of  antioxidants  in 
food  for  human  consumption.  The  pro- 
posals include  a  revised  list  of  permitted 


antioxidants,  including  nine  substances  a 
present  excluded  from  control  by  th 
existing  regulations,  the  introduction  of  ; 
list  of  permitted  diluents  and  statutor 
specifications  of  purity  for  those  diluent 
and  for  all  permitted  antioxidants,  and  nev 
labelling  requirements  for  permitted  antd 
oxidants  sold  as  such. 

The  proposals  will  implement  certain  o 
the  UK's  EEC  obligations  in  respect  o 
the  Community's  directive  on  antioxidants 
Copies  of  the  proposals  may  be  obtaine* 
from  Food  Standards  Division,  Branch  D 
Room  469,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Horseferry  Road 
London  SW1P  2AE.

Midwives  warning  on 
drugs  in  pregnancy 

A  resolution  that  drug  manufacturer 
should  be  urged  to  label  any  drugs  tha 
might  be  dangerous  if  taken  during  a 
immediately  before  pregnancy  was  carria 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  Plymouth  of  thi 
Royal  College  of  Midwives.  There  shoul( 
be  a  warning  that  these  drugs  should  no 
be  taken  unless  prescribed  by  a  doctor,  i 
was  suggested. 

Miss  I.  Penz,  North  West  Middlesex 
said :  "What  /the  population  do  not  realisi 
is  that  many  drugs  have  a  long-actini 
effect  that  may  last  for  some  time  aft© 
the  patient  has  actually  stopped  takinj 
them." 

A  note  from  the  Royal  College  of  Mid 
wives  referring  to  the  resolution  said  mos 
drug  firms  printed  a  warning  on  drugs  sol< 
over  the  counter. 

"The  main  danger  might  be  where  < 
pregnant  woman  takes  preparations  sh< 
has  in  her  possession  that  had  previous!] 
been  prescribed  for  her." 

Wage  freeze  test  case 

The  Shop  Workers'  Union,  USDAW,  ha 
challenged  in  the  courts  an  interpretatioi 
of  the  Counter-Inflation  (Temporary  Pro 
visions)  Aot  which  has  denied  the  lowes 
paid  grades  of  Co-operative  retail  staff  £ 
£1  a  week  wage  rise  they  were  due  to  hav< 
received  during  Phase  1  of  the  Act.  Undei 
a  wage  settlement  of  May  1971  betweei 
the  Union  and  Co-operative  employers,  th< 
extra  £1  should  have  been  paid  frott 
December  31,  1972.  In  fact  the  employers 
on  Government  advice,  refused  to  pay  uj 
until  the  start  of  Phase  2  (April  1),  and 
the  Union  is  claiming  three  months'  "bacl 
pay"  for  their  members.  The  test  case  ii 
due  to  be  heard  at  Bow  County  Court  or 
June  27.

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Pharmacist  launches  attack  on 
multiple-patient  scripts 


A  one-man  campaign  to  stop  local  doctors  prescribing  for  more  than  one 
patient  on  a  single  form  has  met  with  little  success  through  "official 
channels".  Mr  H.  J.  Silver  MPS,  in  general  practice  in  East  London,  now 
hopes  to  gain  the  whole  profession's  support  so  that  dangers  to  the  patient — 
and  lost  fees — can  be  avoided. 


A  doctor  is  allowed  to  prescribe  for  only 
one  patient  on  form  EC10,  not  for  husband 
and  wife,  nor  for  all  the  children  of  the 
family.  This  is  a  requirement  of  paragraph 
7(10)  of  the  Terms  of  Service  of  Medical 
Practitioners.  If  he  does  prescribe  for  a 
parent  and  child  on  the  same  form  diffi- 
culties may  arise  due  to  the  child  being 
exempt  from  payment  and  the  parent  liable. 

Were  the  doctor  to  prescribe  a  course  of 
treatment  for  both  husband  and  wife  (say 
Rx  Tabs  Flagyl  200mg,  Mitte  42,  Sig-i 
tds.)  intending  one  week's  treatment  for 
both,  then  the  pharmacist  loses  dispensing 
fees.  A  similar  case  would  occur  were  a 
doctor  to  prescribe  six  sachets  of  Pripsen 
in  the  name  of  only  one  member  of  the 
family,  or  six  smallpox  vaccinations.  There 
is  further  difficulty  in  correctly  labelling 
medicines  for  children,  checking  the  correct 
dose,  labelling  with  the  correct  name,  etc. 

For  two  children 

About  18  months  ago  I  came  across  my 
first  case  of  this  during  a  conversation  with 
a  patient.  A  prescription  calling  for  200ml 
of  a  cough  mixture  was  in  fact  for  two 
children.  I  dispensed  them  separately  and 
labelled  them  as  advised  by  the  mother.  I 
endorsed  the  prescription  claiming  double 
dispensing  fees,  container  allowance,  etc 
but  the  Pricing  Bureau  rejected  the  claim. 
They  advised  me  that  the  form  can  only 
be  priced  as  written  by  the  doctor,  but  that 
1  could  claim  extra  fees  if  I  had  a  signed 
statement  by  the  patient.  This  information 
proved  to  be  untrue. 

The  next  time  I  had  a  prescription  for 
two  patients  on  one  form  was  in  May  1972. 
The  prescription  was  for  a  child  (aged  5), 
for  200ml  Phenergan  elixir,  dose-  5ml  tds. 
The  mother  asked  whether  a  5ml  dose 
was  also  correct  for  her  10-month-old 
Jaughter  as  she  had  been  told  to  give  the 
nedicine  to  both  of  the  children.  I  tele- 
phoned the  doctor  and  asked  him  to 
ponfinm  that  the  Phenergan  was  for  the  two 
children  and  asked  him  to  confirm  the  dose 
for  each  of  them.  He  neither  oonfirmed 
rior  denied  that  the  medicine  was  for  two 
:hildren  but  asked  me  to  "dispense  it  as 
written".  I  did  so  and  advised  the  mother 
o  give  it  only  to  the  child  named  on  the 
abel  and  to  return  to  the  doctor  for 
nedicine  for  the  younger  child.  It  asked 
ler  to  confirm  yet  again  that  the  doctor 
pad  told  her  to  give  the  medicine  to  both 
the  children  a.nd  asked  her  to  sign  a  state- 
pent  to  that  effect. 

,  I  reported  the  matter  to  my  local  Exe- 


cutive Council  and  was  later  told  that  there 
was  a  "misunderstanding  or  failure  of  com- 
munication between  the  mother  of  the 
children  and  the  doctor  and  not  one  that 
oan  be  pursued  by  way  of  any  formal 
investigation". 

I  was  not  prepared  to  let  the  matter 
rest  there  and  reported  it  to  my  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  June  1972. 
The  matter  was  discussed  and  referred  to 
the  local  Medical  Committee  and  I  was 
told  in  a  letter  of  October  18  (a  mere  five 
months  after  dispensing  the  prescription!) 
that  the  secretary  of  the  Medical  Com- 
mittee had  discussed  the  matter  with  the 
doctor.  He  had  explained  the  position  to 
the  doctor  and  it  was  reported  to  me  that 
the  "Committee  feel  that  the  matter  has 
been  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion". 
Thus  it  took  me  five  months  to  get  no- 
where. 

On  May  23  this  year  I  was  handed  a 
prescription  for  a  12-year-old  boy  (exempt 
from  prescription  charges)  calling  for 
syrup  of  glycerophosphates  and  Dimotane 
LA  tablets  and  was  asked  by  the  mother 
which  of  the  items  was  for  her.  I  referred 
her  back  to  the  doctor  and  was  later  told 
by  her  that  the  doctor  had  said  that  she 
was  to  have  the  syrup.  I  asked  her  to 
sign  a  statement  to  this  effect  and  com- 
plained again  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. To  date  (27  days  later)  I  have  had 
no  reply. 

Two  users  for  eye  drops 

On  Saturday  June  9  I  had  a  prescription 
from  the  same  doctor  that  I  complained  of 
in  May.  It  called  for  10  ml  Chlorampheni- 
col eye  drops.  The  patient  said  that  the 
drops  were  for  him,  but  how  many 
drops  should  he  use  for  his  son?  I 
asked  him  to  explain.  He  said  that  he 
consulted  the  doctor  complaining  of  sore 
eyes  and  was  prescribed  the  drops.  He  then 
indicated  his  son  who  had  been  suffering 
from  conjunctivitis  for  a  few  weeks  and 
asked  the  doctor  for  something  for  the 
boy.  The  doctor  told  him  to  use  the  same 
drops!  Hence  his  question  to  me. 

I  asked  the  Father  to  sign  a  statement 
of  what  he  had  told  me  and  advised  him  to 
use  the  drops  for  either  his  son  or  for 
himself  but  not  for  both.  I  explained  the 
risks  of  infection  and  advised  him  to 
consult  the  doctor  again  for  further  treat- 
ment. I  have  sent  photostat  copies  of  the 
documents  to  my  LPC. 

In  the  interests  of  patients  it  is  important 
that  a  doctor  uses  separate  prescription 


forms  for  each  patient.  It  is  in  the  interest 
of  the  pharmacist  because  his  fees  depend 
on  the  number  of  items  dispensed. 

No  complaint  will  be  considered  by  the 
Executive  Council  or  by  Pharmaceutical 
or  Medical  Committees  without  proof — the 
pharmacist's  unsupported  word  is  not 
enough.  Even  with  documentary  evidence 
the  doctor  is  only  reminded  of  the  regula- 
tions with  no  apparent  check  made  to  see 
that  he  does  continue  to  abide  by  them. 

No  change  from  the  present  system  will 
come  about  unless  the  pharmacist  shows 
that  there  is  a  problem.  Whenever  a  phar- 
macist discovers  that  one  prescription  form 
bears  -treatment  for  more  than  one  patient 
he  must  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  his 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  together 
with  a  signed  statement  by  the  patient  or 
his  representative.  If  enough  complaints 
are  made  and  the  problem  still  occurs  it 
may  be  necessary  to  channel  all  complaints 
through  the  NPU  checking  bureau  so  that 
they  oan  be  collated.  It  could  then  be  seen 
which  doctors  are  breaking  this  regulation 
and  whether  they  respond  to  being  re- 
minded of  the  regulations. 

This  is  not  something  that  one  pharma- 
cist oan  do  but  needs  the  co-operation  of 
every  member  of  the  profession.

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Middlesex  concern  over 
NHS  reorqanisation 


Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has 
written  to  the  Department  of  Health  ex- 
pressing concern  over  the  Department's 
proposals  for  setting  up  Chemist  Con- 
tractors Committee  for  each  health 
authority  area. 

In  the  letter,  Mr  J.  Anderson  Stewart, 
the  Committee's  secretary,  says  that 
Middlesex  and  Greater  London  generally, 
being  densely  populated  and  highly  deve- 
loped areas  have  totally  different  problems 
from  smaller  county  and  rural  areas.  Hours 
of  service  and  rota  arrangements  are  only 
two  of  the  problems  which  would  require 
a  degree  of  co-ordination  impossible  to 
achieve  with  a  group  of  small  Local 
Authority  Committees. 

The  letter  goes  on : 

"In  addition,  the  size  of  the  area  under 
the  existing  arrangements  enables  a  full- 
time  secretariat  to  be  operated  providing 
for  every  contractor  an  immediate  and 
highly  experienced  advice  and  information 
centre  of  a  type  which  would  be  quite 
uneconomic  to  operate  with  a  multitude 
of  small  committees". 

"Furthermore,  the  additional  value  of  a 
Committee  covering  a  group  of  Local 
Health  Authority  areas  in  a  Metropolitan 
district  such  as  ours  lies  in  the  ability  to 
provide  advice  and  information  to  the 
Department  and  other  authorities  in  a 
unified  form  since  the  problems  connected 
with  the  provision  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service  vary  little  in  London  from  area  to 
area". 

"It  has  been  advanced  that  each  Local 
Health  Authority  area  should  have  its  own 
representation  but  this  could  equally  well 
be  provided  for  by  the  setting  up  of  the 
election  on  a  territorial  basis  and  two 
members  from  each  area  on  the  new 
Committee  would  be  pharmacist  members 
of  the  Family  Practitioners  Committee. 
The  new  committee  would  also  include  re- 
presentatives of  the  company  chemists". 

We  would  also  express  the  view  based 
on  practical  experience  that  grave  doubts 
arise  as  to  whether  the  additional  pharma- 
cist contractors  required  to  make  up  all 
these  new  committees  could  in  fact  be 
found". 

The  Committee  feel  that  the  proposals 
being  considered  by  the  Department  would 
be  detrimental  to  chemist  contractors  and 
lead  to  a  serious  deterioration  in  their 
service  to  the  public. 

Blackpool  branch  celebrates 
50th  anniversary 

The  Blackpool  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  celebrated  its  50th  anniversary 
last  week.

people,  asked  respondents  to  place  each  ol 
five  categories  of  products  on  a  "safetj 
thermometer"  with  100  degrees  designatinj 
the  safest.  The  results  show  food  product; 
safest,  closely  followed  by  prescriptior 
drugs.  Cosmetics  are  next,  toys  fourth 
and  over-the-counter  drugs  last. 

For  prescription  drugs,  516  per  cent  d 
the  people  questioned  rated  than  over  8( 
degrees  on  the  scale  and  only  20-9  pei 
cent  rated  them  below  40  degrees,  where 
as  the  figures  for  OTC  drugs  were  18.0  pei 
cent  over  80  and  42  4  per  cent  below  40 
The  40  level  is  said  to  be  "could  be  con 
sidered  dangerous". 

On  testing,  947  per  cent  recognised  tha 
the  US  Government  has  authority  to  sto] 
the  sale  of  unsafe  medicines,  but  the  re 
suits  seem  to  indicate  that  many  consum 
ers  believe  the  FDA  has  the  power  onh 
over  prescription  drugs.  The  results  alsi 
se^m  to  indicate  that  many  consumers  be 
lieve  the  Government  pre-tests  prescriptioi 
drugs  but  not  OTC  medications.

\nalysis  rejected— case  stopped 


recent  prosecution  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
il  Society  of  Ireland  was  stopped  when 
le  court  refused  to  accept  a  certificate  of 
jnalysis.  The  Society  had  instituted  pro- 
:edings  in  Dublin  District  Court  against 
ru-Valu  Ltd  for  having  sold  a  scheduled 
oison  in  one  of  their  branches  without 
aving  had  the  poisons  register  signed. 
The  court  refused  to  accept  a  certificate 
f  analysis  from  Dr  F.  Hill,  Dublin  region 
ublic  analyst.  Dr  Hill,  in  evidence,  stated 
nat  complicated  analyses  required  the  ser- 


vices of  a  number  of  specialised  graduates 
on  his  staff.  They  operated  under  his  super- 
vision and  he  signed  the  certificate.  This 
procedure  reduced  expenses  for  a  defend- 
ant. 

District  Justice  Delap  held  that  he  was 
not  entitled  to  accept  Dr  Hill's  evidence 
in  the  case  because  he  had  not  personally 
carried  out  the  analysis  and  said  that  he 
would  not  allow  the  hearing  to  proceed. 
He  awarded  a  sum  of  £10  50  costs  to  the 
defendants. 


News  in  brief 


□  The  NHS  Reorganisation  Bill  was  given 
its  third  reading  in  the  Commons  on  Tues- 
day. 

□  A  Pay  Board  office  for  Northern  Ire- 
land has  opened  at  Midland  Hotel.  Whitla 
Street,  Belfast  BT15  1NH. 

□  Vaccination  against  cholera  is  no  longer 
required  of  travellers  by  the  World  Health 
Organisation's  international  health  regula- 
tions since  it  does  not  protect  people  from 
becoming  symptomless  carriers  and  so 
spreading  the  disease. 

□  US  pharmacy  stocks  of  amphetamines 
and  other  stimulants  will  be  greatly  re- 
duced following  the  recall  and  quota 
actions  of  the  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and 
Dangerous  Drugs  and  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration.  The  quotas  will  be  re- 
duced by  about  40  per  cent  during  1973. 
Amphetamine  combinations  and  injectable 
amphetamines  have  also  been  banned. 

□  The  United  States  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  have  cleared  fenfluramine 
(Ponderax)  for  use  by  doctors.  As  antici- 
pated (C&D,  February  10,  pl57),  the  drug 
has  been  placed  officially  in  Schedule  IV 
and  will  be  the  least  controlled  anti- 
obesity  drug  in  America. 

□  When  a  changed  method  of  manufac- 
ture of  a  drug  results  in  a  substantially 
altered  bioavailability,  then  the  modified 
preparation  should  be  given  a  modified 
name  eg  Neo-Lanoxin,  and  one  new 
tablet  should  be  formulated  to  be  bio- 
logically equivalent  to  one  old  tablet.  That 
resolution  was  passed  at  the  recent  BMA 
annual  representative's  meeting  in 
Folkestone. 

□  The  Secretary  for  Social  Services  was 
asked  in  the  Commons  on  Tuesday  whe- 
ther he  would  prohibit  the  prescribing  on 
EC10  of  all  "drugs"  containing  phenacetin 
in  combination  with  salicylates  "in  view 
of  the  danger  to  human  kidneys".  Sir  Keith 
Joseph  told  the  inquirer,  Mr  L.  Favitt, 
that  a  ban  would  not  be  appropriate  on 
the  information  at  present  available.  "Doc- 
tors and  pharmacists  have  been  adequately 
warned  about  possible  adverse  effects." 


Makers'  profitability 

In  our  report  last  week  on  the  profitability 
of  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  com- 
panies (p783)  there  has  been  some  con- 
fusion between  percentages  and  ratios. 

Percentage  return  on  capital  for  Boots 
Co  Ltd,  rose  from  18-3  in  1969-70  to  2L5 
in  the  following  year  and  to  27-3  in  1971- 
72.  For  Roche  Products  the  return  was 
0  9  against  6  5  in  1970-71  and  10-3  in  1969- 
70. 

Roberts  Laboratories  export  ratio  was 
74-2  per  cent. 

The  publisher,  ICC  Business  Ratio,  81 
City  Road,  London  EC1Y  1BD,  point  out 
that  this  report  did  not  cover  ICI,  Beecham 
and  Fisons  because  of  their  diversity,  but 
gave,  as  mentioned  last  week,  the  follow- 
ing returns  on  sales  for  1972  in  the  three 
company's  pharmaceuticals  divisions  res- 
pectively: 36,  15  and  16  per  cent. 
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Ayrton  Saunders'  higher 
sales  and  profits 

From  sales  of  £3- 15m,  pre-tax  profit  of 
Ayrton  Saunders  &  Co  Ltd  was  £172,654 
for  the  year  ended  February  24. 

For  the  previous  54  weeks  sales  were 
£2-79m  and  profit  £114,206. 

The  dividend  is  7-35  per  cent  net,  equal 
to  10  5  per  cent  gross  (10  per  cent). 

Tax  takes  £70,015  (£48,032).  The  retain- 
ed figure  is  £77,256  (£34,431). 

The  board  states  that  the  first  quarter 
of  the  current  year  has  been  buoyant  and 
the  future  is  faced  with  confidence. 

I  CI  Pharmaceuticals 
in  Europe 

ICI's  wholly-owned  and  joint  pharmaceuti- 
cal companies  in  Europe  are  being  re- 
named ICI-Pharma,  as  part  of  an 
international  move  by  the  company  to 
promote  the  worldwide  image  of  its 
pharmaceuticals  business. 

Pharma  Union  in  Belgium  has  already 
adopted  the  new  name  and  plans  are  well 
advanced  for  the  introduction  of  seven 
more  ICI-Pharma  companies  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  They  are  the  Scammeda  com- 
panies in  Sweden,  Finland,  Denmark  and 
Norway;  Laboratoires  Avion  in  France; 
and  the  pharmaceutical  departments  of 
ICI  Switzerland  and  ICI  Austria. 

Early  in  1974  it  is  expected  that  the 
Rhein  Pharma  division  of  Deutsche  ICI 
will  become  the  eleventh  member  of  the 
ICI-Pharma  "club"  in  Europe.  The  divi- 
sion's companies  in  Italy  and  Spain  have 
been  known  as  ICI  Pharma  and  ICI  Farma 
since  their  formation. 

Mr  D.  Tootell,  manager  of  European 
Department,  says  continental  Europe  is 
expected  to  contribute  more  than  a  third 
of  ICI's  worldwide  turnover  in  pharmaceu- 
ticals by  1977. 

Glaxo's  Montrose 
plant  celebrates 

Glaxo  Laboratories'  factory  at  Montrose, 
Scotland,  celebrated  its  21st  anniversary 
last  week  with  a  civic  visit  and  a  series  of 
open  days.  The  hosts  were  headed  by  Mr 
A.  E.  Bide,  chairman  of  Glaxo  Holdings 
Ltd,  who  was  instrumental  in  setting  up  the 
Montrose  plant  in  1952  for  the  production 
of  cortisone  and  was  the  first  factory  mana- 
ger. The  guests,  who  were  welcomed  by  the 
recently-appointed  factory  manager,  Dr 
J.  C.  Hamlet,  included  the  local  town 
council  and  officials  plus  professional 
representatives,  among  them  Miss  M. 
Tasker,  chairman  of  Dundee  and  East  of 
Scotland  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  factory  is  the  largest  supplier 
of  bulk  fine  medicinal  chemicals  in  the 
group.  Current  expansion  at  the  site, 
mainly  in  connection  with  cephalexin 
(Ceporex)  and  cephaloridine  (Ceporin)  pro- 
duction, is  costing  about  £2m.

She  was  president  of  the  local 
committee  which  organised  Pharmacy  Con- 
gress in  Galway  in  1968  and  much  of  its 
success  was  the  result  of  the  indefatigable 
amount  of  work  she  put  into  it.  By  her 
death,  pharmacy  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
gracious  personalities.  A  last  tribute  to  her 
popularity  was  paid  at  the  funeral  when 
pharmacists  from  all  over  Connaught  and 
further  afield  attended.

Doubts 

There  are  occasions  on  which,  with  plenty  of  time  to  consider  action, 
decisions  seem  to  be  reached  without  a  full  appreciation  of  all  that  is 
involved.  Such  a  situation  appears  to  have  become  manifest  in  regard  to  the 
dilution  of  medicines  to  fit  the  tailored  5ml  spoon,  and  while  it  is  not  easy 
to  foresee  all  the  problems  in  advance,  there  should  be,  one  feels,  less 
reluctance  to  admit  that  problems  have  arisen. 

The  matter  was  raised  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Council,  and  Council  approved  the  recommendation  that  negotiations  should 
be  opened  with  the  British  Medical  Association  to  resolve  the  problems 
encountered  in  what  is  now  euphemistically  described  as  "the  current 
dilution  convention".  The  same  feeling  of  haste  seems  to  surround  the 
recommendation  of  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee 
concerning  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act. 

I  have  always  regarded  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  my  professional 
body  and  it  is  to  them  I  look  for  guidance  in  professional  matters.  Was  the 
decision  taken  by  the  Contractors  Committee  without  reference  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society?  Did  the  Society  acquiesce  in  the  proposals?  The 
Press  Officer  of  the  Central  NHS  Committee,  in  a  letter  to  the  Society's 
Journal  says  that  the  advice  is  issued  to  all  UK  contractors.  Have  they  taken 
over  the  functions  of  the  Scottish  contractors'  organisation  also? 

There  is  not  much  time  left  for  the  Society  to  act,  but  act  it  must.  There 
will  have  to  be  something  which  ha6  full  authority,  and  nothing  could  be 
more  confusing  than  divided  counsels  at  this  moment.  And  while  your 
comment  on  the  subject  concedes  that  the  documentation  being  circulated 
by  Mallinson  House  provides  a  method  of  coping  with  the  problem  at  a 
practical  level,  I  agree  with  you  that,  since  both  ethics  and  legal  responsibility 
are  involved,  the  profession  might  have  expected  guidance  from  Bloomsbury 
Square. 

Instructions 

In  -the  comprehensive  account  under  the  heading  "Towards  a  more 
professional  future",  Mr  I.  Jones  makes  reference  to  dosage-instruction  and 
the  uncertainty  of  patients  who  have  received  only  verbal  instruction  from 
the  doctor.  There  is  no  doubt  that  little  of  such  instruction  reaches  as  far 
as  the  street  door  to  the  surgery,  and  in  consequence  the  pharmacist  is 
expected  to  know  what  was  in  the  physician's  mind  when  he  wrote  "as 
directed". 

One  attempts  to  elucidate  by  gentle  cross-examination  what  had,  in  fact, 
been  said,  but  often  without  success.  One  can  scarcely  expect  the  doctor 
to  remember  the  classifications  of  the  drugs  to  which  the  new  Act  refers,  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  requirements  should  have  applied  to  all  prescriptions, 
with  the  dose  specified  by  the  doctor  and  compulsorily  transcribed  on  to  the 
label  by  the  pharmacist. 

Change  overnight 

So  far  as  the  new  legislation  is  concerned,  Itiave  a  great  deal  of  sympathy 
with  the  doctor  who  is  hard  pressed  on  occasion  and  who  is  expected 
to  absorb  overnight  a  completely  new  situation.  But  I  feel  strongly  that  the 
patient  must  not  suffer  inconvenience  arising  from  any  error  or  omission  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  profession,  and  that  any  transactions  in  the  matter 
should  take  place  at  a  professional  level  without  the  use  of  an  unpaid 
messenger  in  the  shape  of  the  patient — at  least,  during  a  transitional  period.

Purchasers  of  aftershave  are  attracted  by 
the  product's  "fun"  image — that  has  been 
proved  conclusively  by  the  success  achieved 
by  Hai  Karate's  television  campaigns.

But  Unicliffe  point  out  that  department 
Stores  are  coming  heavily  into  this  market 
and  multiple  chemists  are  moving  ahead 
faster  than  independents — even  though  the 
chemist  is  the  outlet  the  purchaser  is  most 
likely  to  associate  with  the  product.

PHILIPS 
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Professional  overlap 

How  much  should  one  profession  interfere  with  the 
activities  of  another?  The  obvious  answer  must  be,  not 
at  all. 

Barristers  and  solicitors  seem  to  have  defined  their 
respective  territories,  but  within  medicine  there  is 
inevitably  overlap,  seen  at  its  most  dangerous  at  the 
borderline  between  the  activities  of  pharmacists  and 
doctors.  Both  prescribe,  both  "dispense",  both  are 
knowledgeable  on  the  properties  of  medicines — 'and 
both  lay  claim  to  absolute  professional  responsibility. 
The  day  when  pharmacy  was  the  "handmaiden"  of 
medicine  is  gone,  if  it  ever  existed. 

Friction  is  thus  inevitable  and  in  this  issue  we  report 
two  examples.  Mr  H.  J.  Silver  (p813)  has  used  his 
professional  judgment  to  expose  potentially  dangerous 
situations  arising  when  a  doctor  orders,  on  one  pre- 
scription form,  medicines  for  more  than  one  patient. 
The  "last  straw"  was  when  two  patients  were  to  use 
the  same  eye  drops. 

But  to  recognise  the  right  of  Mr  Silver's  case  may  be 
to  infer  the  wrong  of  a  doctor's  action — not  an  easy 
task  for  a  local  medical  committee.  And  even  to  get  his 
case  heard,  Mr  Silver  has  been  forced  to  involve  the 
patient,  an  action  that  would  be  unnecessary  if  the 
mutual  respect  between  the  two  professions  were  higher. 

Last  week  we  reported  that  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  has  reached  the  end  of  its  patience  con- 
cerning rural  dispensing.  News  travels  fast,  for  a 
'timely"  article  appeared  in  the  same  week's  Pulse 
(see  p812)  in  which  a  leading  doctor  laid  claim  to  the 


right  of  all  doctors  to  dispense  for  all  their  patients. 
Attack,  it  seems,  is  still  the  best  form  of  defence. 

Again  it  is  a  "border"  dispute,  but  one  which  hinges 
on  many  doctors'  belief  that  they  are  total  masters  in 
patient  care  and  that  duties  will  be  delegated  only  at 
their  whim.  One  would  be  more  convinced  of  the 
argument  if  they  delegated  more  of  the  duties  that  make 
money  and  fewer  of  these  that  are  carried  out  for  a 
pittance. 

The  situation  created  by  the  prescription  require- 
ments of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  will  also  add  fuel  to 
the  interprofessional  fire,  unless  tactfully  handled  by 
pharmacists.  On  this  occasion,  however,  any  pharmacist 
who  attempts  to  "cover"  for  the  doctor's  mistakes  will 
be  breaking  the  law  himself,  and  uniformity  of  approach 
is  therefore  essential. 

Many  apprentices  of  the  past  will  have  been  taught 
the  line:  "Sorry  to  trouble  you,  doctor,  but  you  appear 
to  have  overlooked  .  . .!"  They  are  also  used  to  the 
other  side  of  the  coin:  "You've  dispensed  the  wrong 
tablets  for  my  patient."  Always  servant  and  master. 

To  have  done  otherwise  in  the  past  spelled  commer- 
cial suicide,  but  today  this  approach  may  spell 
professional  suicide. 

Im  ail  its  branches,  pharmacy  must  move  forward  in 
its  independence  and  in  preserving  its  right  to  serve 
the  interests  of  the  patient — independently  and  inter- 
dependently.  The  alternative  in  these  days  of  special- 
isation is  for  the  profession — or  that  part  of  it  where 
individuals  fail  to  stand  their  ground — to  decline. 


Practice  research 

I  was  pleased  that  you  gave  prominence 
to  something  about  which  I  am  really 
keen — general  practice  research.  (June  9). 

I  sold  the  idea  to  the  1971  Branch 
Representatives  meeting  and  I  am  still  con- 
vinced that  research  of  this  type  would 
benefit  both  those  taking  part  and  the 
profession  as  a  whole.  Having  myself 
tackled  and  enjoyed  such  projects 
as  the  relationship  between  manu- 
facturers' minimum  packs  of  standard 
Tariff  part  VA)  galenicals  and  the 
present  pattern  of  general  praotice;  com- 
parison between  basic  costs  of  part  VA 
terns  in  the  English  and  Scottish  Tariffs; 
:omparison  between  pricing  under  the 
ferms  of  the  English  and  Scottish  Tariffs; 
and  a  study  of  the  relationship  between  the 
;osts  of  frequently  prescribed  "ethicals" 
and  the  brand  chosen  for  the  basic  Tariff 
part  VD  price  when  the  generic  equivalent 
s  prescribed,  I  can  confirm  that  there  is 
plenty  of  scope  for  lively  and  inquiring 
ninds. 


Obviously.  I  am  converted — but  the 
majority  of  my  general  practice  colleagues 
are  not  With  many  demands  on  their  time 
and  attention,  it  is  possible  that  this  idea 
passed  unnoticed.  The  idea  will  have  to  be 
well  marketed — sold — by  those  of  us  who 
are  keen.  We  shall  have  to  take  the  list  of 
proposed  projects  (which  at  the  moment  is 
unattractive  and  "lead-casketish"  in 
appearance  and  fairly  inaccessible)  and 
make  it  attractive,  three-dimensional  and 
more  easily  available. 

Branches  could  include  a  discussion 
between  a  member  of  Council  or  an  aca- 
demic pharmacist  involved  in  producing  the 
List  and  any  Branch  member  with  expe- 
rience of  or  interest  in  this  field  of  research. 
Short  articles  on  actual  projects  done  would 
also  help  to  increase  interest. 

At  the  last  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting  for  instance,  I  based  support  for 
one  resolution  on  the  results  of  personal 
research,  being  able  to  state  that  for  95  per 
cent  of  part  VA  Tariff  items  a  50g  or 
mil  pack  was  more  than  adequate. 

For  proprietor  pharmacists,  there  is  one 
project  that  would  pay  worthwhile  divi- 
dends. If  records  were  kept  of  the  monthly 
cost  of  dispensary  NHS  purchases  and 
compared  with  the  monthly  net  ingredient 
NHS  payment  for  a  period  of  12  months, 
some  of  the  reasons  for  the  increasing  rate 
of  closure  of  pharmacies  would  be  likely 
to  emerge.  Being  a  company  pharmacist, 


this  is  one  project  I  cannot  do,  much  as  I 
would  like  to.  I  would  be  very  willing  to 
extract  the  supplies  details  from  a  heap  of 
jumbled  invoices  for  any  number  of  past 
months  if  this  would  tempt  someone  to 
tackle  this  particular  project.

A  question  of  safety 


The  pharmacist's  responsibilities  in  his 
own  special  field  are  known  and  respected : 
he  has  a  special  position  of  trust  which 
he  fulfils  meticulously.  Recent  newspaper 
reports  on  unconsumed  over-prescribed 
medicaments  show  that  the  pharmacist  is 
also  concerned  with  public  welfare — he  is 
as  unhappy  about  the  situation  as  anyone 
else  because  he  realises,  only  too  well,  the 
potential  dangers  that  exist. 

However,  since  many  pharmacy  busi- 
nesses have  diversified  into  fields  other 
than  medicines,  responsibilities  additional 
to  those  of  a  pharmaceutical  nature  are 
involved.  These  may  not  be  very  clearly 
defined  but  they  are,  nevertheless,  there. 
One  of  these  is  the  general  safety  in  opera- 
tion of  goods  which  are  sold  over  the 
icounter.  A  specially  imported  point  is  that 
of  the  safety  of  electrical  goods.  The  mer- 
chandise must  itself  be  electrically  safe 
when  it  is  purchased  (and  here,  basically, 
the  retailer  must  rely  upon  the  integrity 
of  the  supplier),  having  been  properly 
stocked  it  should  remain  safe  and  it  should 
also  continue  to  be  safe  when  the  pur- 
chaser puts  it  to  use. 

Although  there  is  the  implied  obligation 
only  to  sell  "safe"  equipment,  the  pharma- 
cist could  not  always  be  expected  to  make 
his  own  tests  upon  it — 'the  obligation 
would  be  quite  unacceptable  and  virtually 
impossible  to  fulfil.  The  amount  of  test 
[equipment,  apart  frbm  the  technical  know- 
ledge, which  would  be  required  would 
pften  be  many  times  greater  than  the  value 
(of  the  articles. 

National  body 

Fortunately,  the  risks  are  less  than  might 
be  expected.  In  Britain  we  are  favoured  in 
having  a  national  body  to  take  care  of 
our  needs — it  is  the  British  Standards 
Institution.  In  most  other  industrial  coun- 
tries there  are  similar  national  organisa- 
tions— they  are  linked  by  the  International 
Organisation  for  Standardisation.  The 
""eference  here  is  very  relevant  because 
nany  articles  are  imported.  With  Britain's 
entry  into  the  Common  Market  the  relev- 
ince  will  become  even  greater. 

The  BSI  issues  a  great  many  standards — 
hey  are  being  added  to  every  year.  But,  at 
he  moment,  these  "standards"  are  not 
nandatory — this  means  that,  as  such,  they 
:annot  be  forced  on  any  manufacturer  in 
he  ordinary  course  of  events.  The  res- 
ponsible companies,  though,  adhere  to 
hem  for  the  general  good.  Where  there  are 
legal  reouirements  for  materials  to  be 
iupplied  in  specified  fornr — the  colours  in 
i  three-core  electrical  cable,  for  examole — 
he  official  regulat;ons  are  generally  based 
apon  the  appropriate  British  standard. 

Tt  should,  perhaos,  be  explained  at  this 
Joint  that  standards  are  produced  by  con- 
uiltation  between  manufacturers,  users  and 
epresentatives    of    Government  depart- 


ments concerned  in  technical  committees, 
of  which  the  membership  is  voluntary.  The 
secretary  of  the  committee  will  be  a  senior 
technical  officer  or  a  technical  officer  of 
the  BSI.  He  guides  the  deliberations  and 
helps  to  bring  a  new  standard  (or  one 
being  revised)  into  its  proper  shape.  Any 
reader  who  has  studied  or  used  a  British 
Standard  will  have  realised  that  its  formal 
presentation  is  deliberate  and  logical. 

Harmonisation 

Taking  the  matter  a  stage  further.  Mem- 
bership of  the  Common  Market  has 
brought  both  advantages  and  some  dis- 
advantages— of  which  the  latter  have 
probably  received  the  most  publicity. 
One  of  the  advantages  is  that 
national  standards  will  be  harmonised: 
this  is  the  official  term  and  it  simply  means 
that  more  and  more  standards  will  be 
common  in  their  requirements  and  specifi- 
cations. At  a  later  stage  still,  it  is  under- 
stood, standards  will  become  mandatory,  a 
legal  requirement. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  pre- 
sent standards  in  this  field  is  BS  3456 
"Safety  of  Household  Electrical  Applian- 
ces". It  is  a  massive  document,  divided  into 
several  parts  and  many  sections.  We  can 
pick  out  one  or  two  at  random — Section 
A2,  for  instance,  deals  with  Electrical 
room  heaters  and  the  important  point  here 
relates  to  one  matter  to  which  reference  has 
already  been  made,  eg  the  subject  of  regu- 
lations— in  this  instance  they  are  the  Heat- 
ing Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act  of  1952 
and  the  provisions  of  the  Consumer  Pro- 
tection Act  of  1961;  Section  A3  is  con- 
cerned with  Electrical  kettles  and  Section 
A4  with  Electrically-heated  blankets;  Sec- 
tion 2.15  refers  to  Electrical  heaters  for 
baby  feeding  bottles  and  Section  2.18  to 
Massage  appliances. 

Requirements 

Apart  from  particular  requirements  in 
each  section,  there  are  two  general  require- 
ments which  are  especially  important.  One 
states  that  "Appliances  shall  be  so 
designed  and  constructed  that  in  normal 
use  they  function  reliably  and  cause  no 
danger  to  persons  or  surroundings,  even  in 
the  event  of  such  careless  use  as  may 
occur  in  normal  service."  This  is  certainly 
a  matter  with  which  pharmacists  are 
immediately  concerned  as  far  as  electrical 
safety  goes.  The  next  requirement  is  that 
"appliances"  shall  be  properly  marked 
with  such  information  as  rated  voltage, 
type  of  supply  fie  AC  or  DC),  the  maker's 
name  or  trade-mark,  the  rated  input  in 
watts  and  so  on. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  appliance  conforms 
with  a  particular  British  Standard  Specifi- 
cation, then  this  must  also  be  noted.  Phar- 
macists may  find  some  products  with  an- 


other certification  mark,  that  of  the 
British  Electrical  Approvals  Board  (usually 
abbreviated  to  BEAB),  in  which  case  the 
certificated  mark  will  incorporate  the  num- 
ber of  relevant  British  Standards. 

The  scope  of  the  almost  all-embracing 
BS  3456  is  now  likely  to  be  extended  to 
cover,  for  example,  still  projectors,  since 
it  is  considered  that,  as  they  are  mostly 
used  in  the  home  (and  in  semi-darkness  on 
many  occasions)  they  can  properly  be 
classed  as  domestic  or  household  applian- 
ces. Both  national  and  international  com- 
mittees are  working  at  the  present  time,  on 
the  question  of  electrical  safety  of  such 
projectors.  In  case  it  may  be  imagined  that 
a  scrutiny  of  this  kind  is  unnecessary, 
reference  should  he  made  to  the  December 
1972  issue  of  the  Consumers'  Association 
publication  Which?  where  it  was  reported 
that  out  of  22  slide  projectors  tested  (cost- 
ing up  to  £50)  7  were  not  satisfactory  from 
the  standpoint  of  electrical  safety. 
Although  the  CA  is  an  independent  body, 
it  is  understood  that  the  relevant  BS  speci- 
fications were  used  as  the  yardsticks  in  the 
tests  made. 

Different  reactions 

Electrical  safety,  as  such,  is  not  solely 
related  to  the  danger  of  electrocution  by 
main's-voltage- operated  appliances,  ie 
those  working  at  24  volts  AC.  Most  sens- 
ible people  do  take  care  when  handling 
such  equipment  because,  rightly  or 
wrongly,  they  imagine  that  "with  electri- 
city" there  is  an  element  of  danger:  there 
ought  not  to  be  of  course,  but  no  amount 
of  reassurance  will  convince  many  that 
danger  does  not  exist.  In  some  homes  the 
"blowing  of  a  fuse"  is  regarded  as  a  major 
disaster  instead  of  a  warning  from  a  pro- 
tective device  to  take  some  action  to 
remedy  an  unsafe  state  of  affairs. 

An  electrical  "shock"  affects  people 
differently  .  .  .  the  foolhardy  laugh  it  off 
and  boast  of  their  ability  to  withstand 
such  inconveniences.  Others,  especially 
older  persons,  may  be  severely  affected 
and,  possibly,  even  die  from  the  result  of 
what  would,  in  any  other  circumstances,  be 
regarded  as  merely  a  mild  irritant. 

Let  us  consider  one  item  in  the  photo- 
graphic field — the  battery-powered  electro- 
nic flash-gun.  (As  an  aside,  another  com- 
mittee of  the  British  Standards  Institution 
is  already  at  work  on  the  safety  require- 
ments of  electronic-flash  apparatus  and 
liaison  has  been  established  inter- 
nationally"). Most  of  the  flash  units  which 
are  on  the  market  are  safe,  completely 
sealed  in  plastic  insulating  casings  and  un- 
likely to  give  trouble.  However,  some  are 
susmct.  especially  those  of  flimsy  con- 
struction with  improperly  anchored  cables

More  power  to  the 
chemist's  elbow 


Dry  batteries,  more  properly  called  prim- 
ary cells,  are  not  the  most  glamorous  items 
in  a  pharmacy  but  they  provide  instant  and 
portable  power  for  a  wide  range  of  pro- 
ducts. Because  they  are  constantly  in 
demand  adequate  stocks  must  be  main- 
tained. This  imposes  certain  strains  on  the 
chemist  in  planning  his  ordering  patterns, 
so  that  batteries  sold  are  in  good  condition. 

Today,  as  battery-using  appliances  be- 
come more  and  more  complicated,  it  also 
becomes  necessary  for  the  chemist  to 
know  something  about  batteries  so  that  he 
is  selling  the  right  ones  for  the  appliance. 
Finally,  he  faces  a  confusion  over  descrip- 
tions, each  manufacturer  using  his  own 
coding  system. 

Dry  batteries  are  .still  mainly  made  to 
the  principles  first  discovered  by  Lec- 
lanche,  in  which  ohemioals  react  upon 
each  other  to  provide  electrical  energy. 
However,  over  the  years,  research  and 
development  by  manufacturers  have  seen 
the  simple  zinc  carbon  cell  joined  by  mer- 
cury, alkaline  and  silver  oxide  cells,  and 
more  lately  by  zinc  chloride.  Each  type 


has  its  particular  uses  and  virtues.  Experi- 
ments continue  all  the  time  and  doubtless 
there  will  be  improvements  and  additions, 
but  for  the  foreseeable  future  existing 
battery  types  are  unlikely  to  be  replaced 
by  zinc-air  batteries  or  even  lithium  cells. 

Zinc  carbon  batteries — such  as  the  Ever- 
Ready  SP  (single  power)  range  or  the 
Varta  blue  range — are  basically  intended 
for  low-power  or  lighting  uses.  They  are 
thus  especially  suited  for  torches,  gas  cook- 
er pistols,  toys,  clocks  and  the  like.  Among 
them  are  batteries  with  paper  covers  and 
also  steel  clad  batteries.  Naturally,  the 
action  of  the  chemicals  eventually  causes 
a  small  degree  of  corrosion  and  leakage, 
something  which  happens  less  with  steel 
clad  batteries  than  with  paper  covered 
ones.  At  the  same  time,  both  have  a  long 
shelf  life — up  to  12  months  at  least. 

Zinc  carbon  high  power  batteries— Ever- 
Ready  HP  or  PP  range  or  the  Varta  red 
range — 'are  broadly  used  for  radios,  tape 
recorders,  razors,  electronic  appliances, 
and  motor  powered  toys.  These  are  when 
more  power  is  needed  over  a  longer  time. 


In  the  mercury,  alkaline  and  silver  oxide 
range  there  are  two  general  battery  types — 
the  round  cells  and  the  button  cells.  The 
button  cells  are  the  power  for  hearing  aids, 
and  are  also  used  in  cameras  and  photo- 
graphic equipment.  The  combinations 
available  in  this  range  are  mercury-oxide- 
zinc;  alkaline-manganese-zinc.  and  silver- 
oxide-zinc.  Each  system  offers  special 
advantages  for  particular  types  of  equip- 
ment, but  all  alkaline  batteries  feature  high 
power,  long  storage  capability,  high  resist- 
ance to  vibration,  and  outstanding  per- 
formance even  in  extreme  temperatures. 
Major  suppliers  of  these  batteries  are  Varta 
and  Mallory. 

Specialist  needs  can  be  met  by  specialis- 
ed batteries,  on  which  all  manufacturers 
will  give  detailed  advice.  For  instance, 
segmented  batteries  with  very  low  internal 
resistance,  are  externally  of  the  same 
dimensions  as  ordinary  single  or  high 
power  batteries  and  may  be  used  for  the 
same  appliances.  There  is  a  difference  in 
price — say.  21p  against  8p — but  some  cus- 
tomers may  well  be  prepared  to  pay  the 
premium  for  the  longer  working  life. 

One  of  the  most  recent  developments  is 
zinc  chloride  batteries — currently  available 
only  from  Varta  and  Ray-o-Vac.  These  are 
virtually  leak  proof  in  normal  use  and  thus 
are  especially  suited  for  use  in  valuable 
equipment  such  as  tape  recorders  or  cine 
cameras.  There  are  three  batteries  in  the 
range,  in  sizes  equivalent  to  comparable 
zinc  carbon  batteries,  the  prices  being 
correspondingly  higher.

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which  connect  the  flash-unit  to  the  synchro- 
nising-socket  on  the  camera  body. 

If  the  linking  cable  becomes  worn  in 
use,  or  works  loose,  then  the  assembly  of 
camera-and-flashgun  may  become  "live" 
and  give  the  user  a  shock.  The  shook  itself 
would  probably  not  be  lethal,  but  the 
results  of  the  shock  might  well  be. 

In  case  this  suggestion  may  be  con- 
sidered fanciful,  instances  of  shock  due  to 
'static  electricity"  generated  by  walking 
across  some  modern  floor-coverings,  and 
then  touching  some  metal  objects  may  be 
remembered.  The  writer,  on  one  occasion, 
was  almost  pitched  from  the  platform  of  a 
bus,  travelling  quite  quickly  in  traffic, 
ifter  touching  a  charged  handrail.  It  is  the 
iecondary  effect  which  is  likely  to  be  un- 
pleasant not  the  original  electrical  shock. 

Whenever  electrical  safety  is  discussed 
t  is  always  difficult  to  know  where  to  draw 
he  line — if  one  labours  the  point  then 
nost  people,  instead  of  realising  the 
validity  of  the  advice,  usually  react  in  one 
j)f  two  ways.  They  either  become  more 
rightened  than  ever  and  refuse  to  face 
acts  (often  with  prospective  danger  to 
hemselves  and  others)  or  ignore  simple 
warnings  about  taking  precautions. 

We  should  not  concern  ourselves  with 
he  dangers  of  electricity  but  rather  with 
jsing  this  most  useful  source  of  energy 
"n  the  safest  possible  way.  Two  basic 
»ieces  of  advice  are  (i)  don't  meddle  if  you 
}on't  know  and  (ii)  read  the  manufacturer's 
instructions  first.  He  produced  the  equip- 
nent  or  appliance  and  he  should  know, 
setter  than  anyone  else,  how  it  should  be 
bed.  If  you  still  are  not  sure  about  what 
o  do  when  you  have  read  the  instructions, 
pen  please  seek  competent  advice  and 
elp.  You,  the  reader,  are  too  valuable  to 
s  to  risk  life  and  limb  by  endangering 
ourself — or  your  customers,  come  to  that 
by  not  taking  the  necessary  and  quite 
lementary  precautions  in  handling  any 
lectrioally-powered  items.

ig  a  new  battery  than  if  the  batteries  are 
idden  away  at  the  back  of  the  shop.  While 
atteries  have  a  long  shelf  life,  they  should 
ot  be  left  exposed  in  a  particularly  sunny 
osition.  The  most  effective  combination 

a  window  sticker  with  the  battery  dis- 
enser  or  display  close  to  the  check  out 
r  till.  It  is  also  sensible  to  encourage  cus- 
wners  to  bring  appliances  or  equipment 
'ith  them,  especially  flash  guns  or  cine  or 
till  cameras,  so  that  the  battery  can  be 
tted  on  the  spot.  Although  there  are 
iternationally  agreed  battery  dimensions, 
ot  all  the  countries  subscribe  to  them 
nd  not  all  makers  of  original  equipment 
nto  which  batteries  must  fit)  allow  for 
ven  the  minor  size  tolerances  permitted. 

Batteries  are  an  essential  part  of  modern 
fe,  and  are  normally  bought  either  at  an 
|ectrical  shop  or  from  a  chemist.  A  mini- 
lum  of  time  spent  looking  at  manufac- 
irers'  literature  and  becoming  familiar 
ith  the  applications  of  each  battery  will 
ay  handsome  dividends  in  repeat  business.

MARKING  TIME  FOR 
NEW-CROP  PRICES 

London,  June  20:  The  market  for  crude 
drugs  is  now  marking  time  awaiting  the 
offers  of  new  crops  particularly  those  of 
American  origin.  There  is  a  real  short- 
age of  many  articles  on  the  spot  but  on 
the  other  hand  buyers  are  also  scarce. 

Cape  aloes  was  offered  in  the  for- 
ward position  only  while  the  Curacao 
variety  was  again  easier.  Dearer  were 
Canada  and  Peru  balsams.  Quillaia  was 
nominal  on  spot  and  unquoted  at 
origin. 

Hardly  any  senna  was  shipped  out  of 
Tuticorin  last  month  because  of  the  lack 
of  vessels  calling.  Meanwhile  arrivals  of 
pods  and  leaves  at  the  go-downs  are 
described  as  "moderate"  and  the  prices 
"slightly  reduced." 

Dearer  among  essential  oils  were 
Chinese  peppermint,  camphor  white  and 
citronella — all  in  the  forward  position. 

On  the  industrial  side  shortages  of 
some  raw  materials  are  causing  prob- 
lems in  other  industries.  The  packaging 
industry,  for  instance,  is  short  of  poly- 
styrene which  in  turn  is  due  to  a  world 
shortage  of  benzene.
